Ottawa. June 8.—The Dominion 
Government has concluded a trade 
treaty with Italy, which will likely 
ho be signed in a couple of days. it is 
oy expected that the conclusion of a 
trado treaty with Belgium will also 
be announced in a few days, while 
thore also is a-possibility, of Holland 
being added to the list. + 

The new treaty with Italy is in 
some respects practically tho same as 
the Franco-Canadian agreement. Jt 
is understood that Italy is admitted 
to the better treatment of the Cana- 
dian intermediate tariff ‘as regards 
certain articles, chiefly silks. The 
general effect of the intermediate tar- 
iff is to admit fouls into this coun- 
try at a rate about two and a half 
per cent. higher than the British pre- 
Terential tariff. 

Overtures have been made to Can- 
ada by the Italian and Belgian Gov- 
ernments, as the result of the accord- 
ance to France of better rates than 
under the general tariff. 

The new agreement.with Italy will 
go into effect immedjately. The ex- 
act terms have not yet been made 
public, but it is understood that Can- 
ada will receive the same benefits as 
are obtained under the Franco-Cana- 
dian treaty.

William Thomson, Who Made Himself 
Famous Under Two Names, Came | 
of a Family of Scholars and Enter. 
ed Glasgow University at a Very 
Early Age—Always Had a Prefer- 
ence For the French Language. 


Prof. Silvanus P. Thompson has 
Just written the life of that great man 
of science, so long identified with 
Glasgow, and yet with a world [amc— 
William Thomson, Baron Kelvin of 
Largs. Ono who knew Thomson well 
reviews the book in The Glasgow 
Herald thus: 

“William Thomson was peculiarly 
fortunate. His mother was a woman 
of refinement and talent, but she died 
while William was still a child, and 
tho main influence guiding him in his 
tender years was that of his father, 
Prof. James Thomson. ‘A man of re- 
markable abilities and strong charac- 
ter,’ he devoted much care to form- 
ing the minds of his children, with 
tho result that they were soon in ad-

The above resolution, moved by | 
Rev. Dr. W. L. Armstrong of Metro- | 
titan Church, snd seconded by } 
« L. Lovering, Coldwater, will prob- | 
ably be accepted by the conference | 

in preference to Dr. Cleav- | 
er’s, which was the cause of a stormy | 
debste in the conference yesterday. 
The chief feature of yesterday’s ' 
session was the revival of the at. 
tack on Rev. Dr. Jackson's alleged | 
“heretical” views, and a defence of ¢ 
him by Professors Bowles and Mc- 
Laughlin, also of Victoria College. 
Prof. McLaughlin clinched his ar- : 
nis by demanding that the con- 
lerence appoint a commission of the 
church to investigate the kind of theo- 
logy that is taught at Victoria. H 

“Lt have felt very keenly the course 
of this discussion, especially the re. 
flection on the professors in Victoria,” 
be said. “We cannot pass an intel 
gent vote on the question. The se- 
conder of the motion admitted that 
80 per cent. had not read the book. | 
As far as I understand the book, | 
there is no contradiction to our arti- 
cles of faith. He believes as much as 
you do, that the Bible is the Word of 
God. The scientific spirit is abroad 
in this age; it demands the fullest | 
investigation. The question for you | 
is whether you will have such criti- 
cism in the hands of men of force. “‘I 
do not believe that the general spirit | 
of the book right. throw back | 
to the men who le the statement | 
that this is Unitarianiam. I believe 
in the deity of Jesus Christ and I 
am sure that Mr. Jackson does too. 
He has differed in matters of inter- 
retation from some of you. This has 
nm the case all through the history 
of the church. 

“How many of you believe that tho 
first chapter of Genesis is history? 
Very few of you, 1 am sure. I do not 
believe that the book of Jonah is lit- 
eral history, but I do believe that 
it is one of the best examples of reve- 
lation in the Old Testament. . Until 
to-day I have never been accused of 
unorthodoxy. I say to you who have 
made accusation that it is your duty 
to bring the charges ta. a court of 
trial; you cannot stand as men of 
hor if you do not.’ (Long ap- 
plause.) 

“Our brethren don’t understand, 
said Prof, Bowles, “what we profes- 
sora have to contend with.” Students 
t their ideas, not in our colleges, 
ut before they come to college, Ques- 
tions arise in their minds regarding 
theology, and you can't keep these 
questions from young people any 
more than you can keep these young 
people from the winds that blow. it 
centres’ on this, brethren, whether 
these questions will be answered by 
men ike Chancellor Burwash, or by 
infidels. :

Roosevelt's speech led to a lengthy 
discussion of Egyptian affairs in the | 
House of Commons last night, the 
Conservatives demanding know | 
what curse the Ministers proposed | 
to pursue, and some of the beral | 
members Senouneing what they term- 
ed Mr. Roosevelt's interference. 

Arthur J. Balfour, leader of the Op- 
position, expressed warm appreciation | 
of Mr, Roosevelt's sympathetic and 
kindly treatment of the subject. 
There was nothing in the speech, he 
said, to which the most sensitive Bri- 
ton could take exception. The situa- 
tion in Egypt, he declared, called for 
prompt action, and he hoped that the 
Government would take steps to give 
support to the British representatives 
there, without which ey “will be 
helpless. 

Sie Edward Grey, the Foreign Scere- 
tary, replying to the criticisms in be- 
half of the Government, announced 
that Mr. Roosevelt’s speech had been 
communicated to him before it was 
delivered. He had seldom listened to 
a speech with greater pleasure. Its 
friendly intention, he said, was ob- 
vious, and, taken as a whole, it was 
the greatest co:npliment to the work 
of one country ever paid by a citizen 
of another. 

There was nothing in the present 
situation in Egypt, the Forcign Sec- 
retary declared, to eccasion disquiet 
or justify a sudden resort to unusual 
tnethods, but if the symptoms already 
noted of anti-British agitation contin- 
ued, the Government would take mea- 
sures to assert its authority and pro- 
tect the Egyptian Ministers who fol- 
lowed the Government's advice.

These batholites turk deep in the 
sarth, where the temperatare is thou- 
sands of degrees, and gradually melt 
cbelr way to the surface abore them, 
Generally they issue in the form of 
Temendous domes of hot rock, tower 
bg up to mountaln beightis and oftes 
tiving birth to roleances. When a 
patholite, as sometimes happens, does 
tot reach the surface its roof opens 
i a network of Sssures, lava pours 
yt and a whole group of volcanoes 
tppears at that point 

Suess has recognized (he remains ef 
many cooled batholites on various 
parts of the earth's surface, and be 
says that tbe cunsolidated crust of the 
sarth, even at the present day, may 
de exposed to these mighty Intrusions 
trom below. The batbolites bring up 
with {hem many metais from the in- 
terior of the planet, and rich mines 
tre often opened In the dikes that are 
shus formed. 

Suess describes the rock about Boul 
Jer, Colo, os an ancient bathollte, 
which covers 5,000 square kilometers 
of surface. Bot there are others still 
more prodigious in extent, 

Sometimes they hare been worn 
lown nearly to the general Jerel, but 
oear Elkborn the old batholte set 
towers up to an eleration of 9,000 feet 
above the sea, The diamoud dikes of 
South Africa have thus been thrust op 
from the profound depths of the earth, 
where there exists a laboratory of na- 
cure in which sbe performs what seem 
miracles to the petty fubabitants of 
the planet's surface, 

The face of the moon shows us most 
clearly what batholites are capably of 
The vast circular plains ringed wit! 
3teep mountains, which make its su: 
face so marvelous to look upon with a 
telescope, hava, according to this riew, 
been formed. by intrusions of colossal 
batholites, and Suess calls them by 
the startling name of “smelting fur- 
oaces"—furnaces thousands of square 
miles In extent-in which the frame 
of that little world has been melted 
and dissolved like a snow bank lyiog 
in the path of a Gow of molten iron.

The trust restored $2,000,000 
of stolen money to the Government 
Treasury. Henry O. Havemeyer died 
of fear of prosecution, several subor- 
dinate officers are now under indict- 
ment, and jail and disgrace has cast 
k shadows over half a dozen rich 

and influential heads of the trust. 

it was Parr who discovered that 
the trust's checkers and weighers on 
the .Brooklyn docks used a false 
weight system,-and by it cheated the 
Government out of $1.80 per ton raw 
sugar duty. and.some idea of the enor- 

ty of the fraud may be had from 
the fact that during six years the 
trust more 75,000,000 
pounds of sugar over the docks on 
which not a cent of duty was paid. 

It came to knowledge of the 
heads of the trust that Parr had this 
information, and {mmediately an at- 
tempt was made to “reach him.” In 
a roundabout way Parr was informed 
that if he would protect the trust he 
could have $100,000 in cash and the 
trust would pay his expenses on a 
trip around the world. He indignant 
ly put the attempt at bribery behind 
him and informed Roosevelt of the 
occurrence. He says he got instruc- 
tions to continué his efforta with in- 
creased zeal, and he did. At thestime 
the glistening bribe was offered’ Parr 
was recuving from the Government a 
salary of 'y $3,000 5 

Later ho was off & second bribe 
of $25,000 cash if he would give’ up a 
little steel spring that Parr had taken 
from one of the trust’s scales, the 
function of which was to prevent the 
scales from weighing the full measure 
of sugar. He replied by having the 
fellow who offered the bribe arrested, 
but the evidence was incomplete and

THE MASTER SUN. 


Sirius, the Dog Star, May Be the Cen- 
ter of Attraction. 


Astronomers once believed that the 


‘ entire starry universe rerolyed around 


a cenfer of attraction, and the star 
named Alcyone, in ibe group of the 
Pielades, was selected by Macdier as 
marking that great center. 

It bas Jong been known, howerer, 
that Maecdler’s conclusion, which was 
baged on the apparent motions of the 
stars, was incorrect, and if any uni- 
versal center exisis {¢ bas not yet been 
discovered. In fact, many of the stars 
seem to be moving in straight lines, 


' some in one direction and some in an- 


other, and among these is our own 
sun. But it ts possible tbat further 
obserrations will show that all the 
stars are really moring In curred lines. 
In the meantime it bas been found; 
that there are certain groups or seta 
of stars which appear to trarel togeth- 
er, To what eet, If any, the sun be 
longs we do not set know, but De 
launey has presented feasons for: 
thinking that those stars whose dis. 
tances hare been measured (that ts ta: 
say, those which are nenrest to us). 
group themselres around Sirius, the 
dog star, in a manoer similar to that 
in which the foner planets are group 
ed around the sun. : ~— 
Tf this be correct Sirtus may possi- 
biy be the master sun of which our 
orb of day is a distant satellite—
